DR. LOBA TELLS THE STORY OF government if need be. Reed Smoot! 


MORMONISM. 

In spie of the hot weather a] 
goodly crowd gathered to hear Dr. 
Loba in his lecture on Mormonism. | 
There was not one in the crowd who| 
would have not gone much farther| 
on even a warmer evening if neces- 
sary to hear the address. It was of 
the greatest interest, especially be-| 
cause Dr. Loba as a boy lived among | 
the Mormons and has a personal ac- | 
quaintance with the horrors of the!

Dr. Loba traced for us the history | 
of the sect; how becuuse of their | 
practices they were driven from 
place to place; of their expulsion | 
from Missouri and IWlinois, and the} 
slaying of Joseph and Hiram Smith 
owing to rising popular indignation, 
of the coming into power of Brig- 
ham Young and the final locating 
of the Mormons in Utah, 

Every one in the audience was 
held in intense interest as Dr. Loba 
told the story of the experience of 
his father and his family with these 
enemies of our nation. He said in 
part: 

My father came with his family 
from Switzerland. enticed by the 
half-truths and wonderful prospects 
set forth by the zealous Mormon mis- 
sionaries. Our trip across the wes- 
tern wilderness in the early fifties 
will never be forgotten.

Phe mirth of Servia as a oativn, set 
tled in or uear its present home, may 
be dated ip the tirst balf of the sev- 
enth century. About 600 A. D., when 
the Avaric empire of desolation was 
established on the Danube, two tribes, 
the Crouts and the Serbs, retiring be- 
fore the ravages of the Tartar horse- 
men, settled in the countries now 
known as Croatia, Bosnia and Servia. 

They were Slavs, but the Croats per- 
haps bad, like the Slavs of Moesia in 
after yeurs, adopted the pame of a 
Tartar tribe Both, fleeing from the 
Avars, were vaturally hostile to them, 
and it is possible that they settled in 
the empire witb the consent or evep at 
the invitation of the Emperor Hera. 
clus |. At any rate, they appear to 


bhuve been considered as vassals of the | 


empire Their first settlements lay 
rather westward of the country now 
called Servia, the Drave, the present 
western boundary, being the dividing 
line between Buigar and Serb in the 
eighth century. Here the Serbs dwelt 
more or Jess uneventfully for three 
centuries They generally formed a 
loose confederacy under chiefs called 
zupans They were commonly, in a 
loose fashion, loval to the eastern em 
pire mainly through fear of their dan 
gerous neighbors. the  Buigartians 
About 840 they united under a chiet 
named Viustimiz to repel the latter 

The country rose to great 
under Stepben Dusban. the czar of the 
Serbs, but after his death Murad | 
conauered the country, and it was pot 
until 1815 that the Serbs partially

Solitary Confinement. 

The punisuimeut which replaced the 
death penaity in [taly—vamely. life im- 
prisonment with solitary confinement 
~—is considered to be much worse than 
death itself. Murderers sentenced to 
life imprisonment invoke death to end 
their sufferings. Isolation, complete 
in tbe very sense of the word—en- 
turced idleness, lack of exercise and 
sutticient fopd and continual surveil- 


lance In a cell so small as to almost | 


render any movement impossible—such 
is the fate of a murderer in Italy. Sol- 


itary confinement lasts for five long | 


years, sometimes for ten, but convicts 
can bardly bear it for more than six 
months. Invariably they are insane 
long before the term expires. and of- 
ten they commit suicide. The fear of 
solitary confinement acts as a preven- 
tive to murder as much as and perhaps 
much ‘more than that of capital pun- 
ishment. It is quite true that the 
cases of murder have not diminished 
to any great extent in Italy since the 


abolition of the death penalty; Dut, on 


the other hand, they have not in- | 


creased.—Chicago News.

Trees and Lightning. 

The relation of trees to lightning. as 
shown by a bulletin of the United 
States forest service, does not wholly 
accord with popular beliefs. It is 
found that trees are the objects most 
often struck because they are the most 
bumerous of all prominent objects. 
they offer a short course to the ground. 
and their spreading branches in the 
air and roots in the soil present an 
ideal conductor to the ground. Any 
kind of tree may be chosen by the 
lightning, the greatest number in any 
locality being found among the domt- 
nant species. The likelihood of any 
tree being struck is increased tf it is 
taller than surrounding trees, is isolat- 
ed, is on high land, is deeply rooted 
end if its condition—as when wet— 
makes it the best electrical conductor 
of the vicinity at the time of the flash. 
Lightning may set a forest fire by iz- 
niting the tree or—what is much more 
likely to be the case—the humus about 
the base.

The Unicorn. 

The unicorn was one of the fabled 
monsters of antiquity.

nificent white unicorn, which had a 
purple face and blue eyes and a sin- 
gle horn a yard in length; the ezlis- 
serion, which resembled a gigantic 
deer and had a very sharp horn grow- 
ing from the middle of the forehead, 
and the monoceros, or common uni 
corn.

Whale Sharks, 

While whales are the largest of ma- 
rine animals. yet certain fish grow to 
almost as gigantic size. ‘The largest 
of true fishes are found among the 
sharks and the largest of these for- 
midable fishes are the whale sharks. 
These buge fish occur in the waters of 
India, Japan, South America, Panama, 
California and the West Indies. The 
nose is very broad and blunt and the 
mouth, although very wide, is armed 
only with minute teeth. It is a dark 
colored creature, marked with small, 
whitish spots and is perfectly harmless 
to man, feeding exclusively on small 
fish It’s huge bulk makes it dan- 
gerous when wounded. This great fish 
reaches a tjaximum ilengtb of seventy 
feet.
